ATLANTA, Ga., May 10 (AP)— 
The Georgia Supreme Court said 
yesterday if a church expels mem-

Truman Using Homesp 


That Won Whistle-Stop Votes in '48 


'Off-the-Cuff Technique 


at Small Towns Con- 
trasts With Cut-and- 
Dried Speeches in Cities.

WHISTLE STOP, U, S. A., May 
10—Two years ago when presi- 
dential primaries were being held 
in various states a candidate 
named Taft was quoted as saying 
he would speak in the important 


cities and leave the whistle stops 
for a certain other candidate 
named Truman. 

President-candidate Truman 
accepted this dersive challenge 
and made hundreds of whistle- 
stop appearances which contrib- 
uted materially to his surprising 
victory at the polls. Now Tru- 
man, who may or may not run 
again in 1952—he just won’t say 
—is out on the road again and 
proving himself still champion at 
the grade crossings, the water 
towers and the whistle stops. 

In Idaho, Oregon and Washing- 
ton today Truman is scheduled to 
do his whistle-stop act at 13 com- 
munities — Pocatello, Shoshone, 
Glenn’s Ferry, Boise, Nampa, 
Ontario, Huntington, Baker, La 
Grande, Pendleton, , Umatilla, 
Wallula and Pasco. That is a 
pretty fair day’s work for a man 
who has just observed his sixty- 
sixth birthday. (Truman's whistle- 
stop record for any one day is 16.) 

In the big cities Truman’s 
speeches are cut and dried—and 
prepared by his brain trust. But 
out at the whistle stops he speaks 
from the cuff, he covers an amaz- 
ing variety of subjects, and he 
employes his own homespun 
idiom, which is sultry, rare and 
racy. 

Listen to the whistle stop king 
at work: 

Same fellow—‘“I am talking to 
you now as your hired man. You 
decided to put me back in the 
presidency and I have come out 
here to tell you exactly what I 
am trying to do and I am telling 
it to you firsthand so it can’t be 
garbled. I am letting you listen 
to me and look at me and see if 
you still think I am the same fel- 
low that was out here trying to 
get you to vote for mein 1948.” 

Belief—“I came out here to re- 
port to you. Two years ago I 
was riding around all over the 
country. In fact I went 31,700 
miles and I spoke to about 7,000,- 
000 people, as well as to about 
15,000,000 more over the radio, 
and they believed me—they elect- 
ed me President of the United 
States in 1948.” 

High hat—“And I am coming 
back now to talk to you and let 
you look at me and see if you 
think I have gone high hat on 
you. I am still working for your 
welfare and benefit. I am your 
servant.” 

Language—“The country is en- 
titled to know the facts, and that 
is what I am out here for now, 
to tell you the facts in language 
that you and I speak, and that

NEW YORK, May 10 (AP)— 
Rescuers reached Dominick 
Atteo too late today at the bot- 
tom of a well shaft where he 
had been imprisoned for about 
26 hours after a cave-in. He had 
died five minutes before. 

A hospital physician, Dr. Harold 
Berson, pronounced the 49-year- 
old well-digger dead. 

“He died just five minutes be- 
fore I got to him,” the physician 
said. 

In the final stages of the res- 
cue the well-digger’s son, John, 
26, cried out, “they’re pushing 
a too tight. They’re crushing 

m.” 


Atteo’s body was slid out into 
the rescue trench where the doc- 
tor was waiting. 

Doctor Shakes His Head. 

A hush fell over the watching 
crowd as the doctor walked 
slowly back along the rescue 
trench, wiping sweat from his 
face and shaking his head. 

“I thought he was going to 
make it,” Dr. Berson said. “He 
had remarkable endurance.” 

A few minutes earlier as a 
rumor circulated through the 
crowd that the husky well-digger 
had died, his wife, Maria, 32, and 
a daughter, Jenny, 27, collapsed. 

Mrs. Atteo looked dazed when 
she heard the news of her hus- 
band’s death, then struck out in 
violent hysterics at people 
around her. Police half-carried 
her away into a nearby office. 

The three sons of Attoe by a 
previous marriage—John, Pat, 22, 
and Joe, 19—who had stood by 
their father throughout the 27- 
hour fight to save him—sobbed 
openly and buried faces in their 
hands. 

Minor Cave-in Causes’ Delay. 

Rescuers had found Attoe alive 
when they reached him at 1:10 
p.m., but a minor cave-in delayed 
getting him to the surface. 

When the _ rescuers. reached 
him, it was estimated it would 
take only a few minutes to bring 
him to the surface. 

Dr. Berson had given Atteo a 
stimulant at 9:30 a.m. when the 
doctor was lowered into the shaft. 

The physician said then that the 
well-digger was in a “‘semi-stupor- 
ous” state. 

A few minutes before Atteo had 
cried, “I can’t feel any more! 
Where’s my belt? Where’s my 
belt?” 

A Roman Catholic priest sprin- 
kled holy water into the well 
which Atteo had been digging in 
a Brooklyn garage when he was 
trapped. 

Atteo’s wife, Maria, 32, col- 
lapsed about 5 a.m. after an all- 
night vigil at the mouth of the 
shaft. But by 7 a.m. she was back 
at the shaft mouth, her tear- 
stained face taut, her lips moving 
soundlessly. 

Hands and Face Burned. 

Atteo, father of six children. 
suffered burns of the hands and 
face when a lighted cigarette 
passed down to him caused an 
explosion-like flare-up because of 
oxygen piped into the fetid well 
bottom. 

He had received the last rites 
of the Catholic church. 

Dr. Berson, who had gone 
down four times to aid him, 
called the trapped man’s en- 
durance “amazing.” 


The doctor gave Atteo two. 


quarts of blood plasma, made him 
drink six quarts of milk, and ad- 
ministered five injections of 
morphine to ease his pain. 

The plasma was administered 
from the surface, through a tube 
running down to Atteo’s arm 


where an intravenous needle was | 


held in place with tape. 


“It is very important that the 
work go forward at the earliest 
possible date,” Barkley said, “and 
I hope that this matter will be 
given early and favorable con- 
sideration.”

May 10 
(AP)—Mrs. Mary Franz looked 
out of a’window in her heme, 
then went to the door and 
screamed. She could see for the 


first time in 14 years. 

Mrs. Franz, 44-year-old mother 
of three sons, became blind fol- 
lowing childbirth. She lost the 
sight of her right eye first, then 
the left weakened and failed com- 
pletely. 

In those 14 years of darkness, 
her sons grew up. Henry is 14 
now, Joe is 24, and Christopher 
is a 17-year-old Army private sta- 
tioned in Germany. Their father 
died 16 months ago. 

The other day, Mrs. Franz be- 
came conscious of brilliant flashes 
of light. That’s when she went to 
the window and this is what she 


saw: 

“It looked like a lot of strings 
flying around outside. As I fo- 
cused on them, I realized it was 
branches of a nearby tree. I 
could see! 

“Then I could make out houses 
and windows in close dwellings. 
I turned to. the kitchen table. I 
was able to see a cup and saucer. 
That scared me most of all. I 
had been used to feeling for 
dishes and often upsetting them. 

“As if in a dream I made my 
way to the door and screamed. I 
was so frightened. Then the 
neighbors came—they thought 
there had been an accidentY’ 

Doctors say a cataract “must 
have dislocated,” causing Mrs. 
Franz to regain her sight. 

Only the sight of the woman’s 
right eye was restored. She is 
still blind in the left eye.

Dr. Wells refused to amplify 
the statement but it was believed 
the action was’ almost automatic 
in the wake of the state medical 
board’s revocation last April 19 
of Dr. Sander’s license to prac- 
tice medicine. 

The 41-year-old Candia phy- 
sician was acquitted last March 


9 of a murder charge in the death 
of his cancer-doomed patient, 
Mrs. Abbie C. Borroto of Man- 
chester. The state charged he 
killed her by injections of air. 
Dr. Sander’s counsel argued she 
already was dead. 

Dr. Sander also faces charges 
brought by fellow members of 
the county medical group. The 
society’s three-doctor board cen- 


sors has held several meetings to T 


consider these charges, but has 
not announced a decision.

The embargo 
applies to all freight movements, 
including livestock and poultry.

Trains of Southern Arrive. 

The Southern’s ¢'vision between 
St. Louis and Louisville have not 
been affected by th. strike, com- 
pany officials here said. Three 
freight trains arrived on the line 
this morning from Louisville and 
three more are expected late to- 
day. Freight shipments out of 
St. Louis will continue, a com- 
pany spokesman said; but one 
passenger trai: scheduled to go 
to Louisville “is being held up.”

continue his telephone service 
has been decided in the phone 
company's favor. 

Under Advisement. 

Since Sept. 9, 1947, Taylor 
pointed out, Judge Cook has had 
under advisement a motion to 
dissolve the temporary injunc- 
tion. Because of Judge Cook's 
failure to act, “the plaintiff has 
continued to supply racing infor- 
mation to bookmakers and gam- 
blers and to use telephone serv- 
ices of Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. in violation of the 
laws of the state,” the motion 
charged. 

A final decision is necessary 
“in order that law-enforcement 
officers may perform the duties 
imposed upon them by the 
statutes of this state,” 
added. 

Some uncertainty was expressed 
here on whether a decision now 
in the Harmony case would in it- 
self stop distribution of racing in- 
formation to handbooks in Kan- 
sas City and 14 other western 
and midwestern cities-served by 
the Harmony firm. Harmony gets 
its news from Continental Press 
Service, the national racing news 
monopoly controlled by the Chi- 
cago Capone syndicate. 

Changed Name in 1949. 

Testimony before the Senate 
subcommittee investigating distri- 
bution of racing news indicated | 
the name of Harmony Publishing | 
Co. was changed to Standard 
News Service in January 1949 to | 
circumvent ‘any unfavorable court 
ruling against Harmony. 

“If we can have this injunction 
set aside,” Taylor said. “the tele- 
phone company would have to 
comply with the state's request 
to discontinue service for hand- 
book operations, whether the dis- 
tributor operates under the name 
of Harmony Publishing Co. or 
Standard Distributing Co.” 

Meanwhile, Pioneer News Serv- 
ice of St.: Louis, distributor of 
racing news in eastern Missouri 
and parts of Illinois, also has been 
in the courts to retain its 19 tele- 
phone lines.

named five Senators to conduct 
nation-wide investigation of 
crime and corruption after not- 
ing that he had not discussed it 
with President Truman. 

Named to conduct the sweep- 
ing probe were Senators Ke- 
fauver (Dem.), Tennessee, who 
first proposed the investigation, 
and O'Connor (Dem.), Marvland, 
Hunt (Dem.), Wyoming, Tobey, 
(Rep.), New Haven and Wiley 
(Rep.), Wisconsin. 

The inquiry to be made by a 
special committee representing 
both Commerce and Judiciary 
Committees was voted $150,000 
fund by the Senate when the 
probe was finally ordered. 

Reflects G.O.P. Attitude. 

Barkley’s unusual announce- 
ment that President Truman had 
not been consulted about either 
the committee to mak the in- 
quiry or its membership appar- 
ently reflected earlier Republican 
charges.

A Baltimore & Ohio train left 
Union Station for Washington and 
New York at 11:10 a.m., with all 
seats filled.

Airlines and bus companies re- 
ported a “slight increase’’ in the

Medical Supplies on Train. 

One freight train and one pas-

The freight train’s cargo included 
perishables and medical supples. 
The union has agreed to furnish 


firemen for essential shipments | 


such as military and medical sup- 
plies and trains carrying troops. 

Pennsylvania trains operated 
right up to the strike deadline. 

The Spirit of St. Louis, bound 
for St. Louis from New York 
terminated its run at Indianapolis, 
as the deadline drew near, and 
passengers were transferred to 
busses for the rest of their trip. 

The Jeffersonian, also coming 
from New York, ended its run 
at Columbus, and passengers were 
placed on busses. 

The Pennsylvania operates eight 
trains each way to the east daily. 
The last train to leave here was 
the Jeffersonian, at 1 p.m. yester- 
day. 

Union spokesmen estimated that 
between 50,000 and 100,000 rail- 
road workers would be made idle 
by the strike. In Washington, the 
Southern Railway said it would 
lay off most of its 38,000 em- 
ployes by Friday night. The other 
lines were expected to follow suit. 
Industry sources said that 400,000 
coal miners, steel workers and 
employes in other industries 
might be laid off if the strike 
continues. 

The strike began as _ federal 
mediators in Chicago still were 


trying to reach an agreement be- ing 


line, 
which runs three through trains

‘tween the brotherhood and the 
earriers. The union originally 
had scheduled a strike for April

Working on Package Deal. 

“We have been unable to get 
anywhere,” O'Neill said. “For the 
last three or four days we have 
been working on a ‘package 
deal’ with the brotherhood.” He 
| declined to say what the “package 
_ deal” was. 
| In Washington, Government of- 
ficials expressed doubt that Pres- 
ident Truman would invoke a 
1917 law permitting the Govern- 
ment to seize and operate any 
{railroad in wartime. 

Although the nation  techni- 
cally still is at war and the law 
could be invoked, these officials 
said a court might not be “too 
impressed” with the emergency 
nature of the firemen’s strike. 

It was pointed out that the 
strike is only a partial one 
'as far as the entire railway sys- 
tem of the country is concerned.

_ Pardon of Curley. 

He mentioned President Tru- 
man’s pardon of Mayor Curley, 
and said he wondered whether 
‘the greed and privilege repre- 
sented” by Curley was still re- 
membered by the people. 

He recalled the income tax case 
| @gainst Eugene Casey, former 
| White House assistant, and the 
| Kentucky vote fraud case involv- 
Edward Pritchard, another 


one-time New Deal official. 

“And what about the privileges 
of Mr. Maragon and what abcut 
the deep freezes of Harry 
Vaughan?” Ferguson asked, refer- 
ring to the “five percenter” in- 
quiry which resulted in Mara- 
gon’s recent conviction on per- 
jury charges. 

- Ferguson’s reference to Dillon 
came when he said the St. Louis 
lawyer managed Truman’s first 
campaign for the Senate and that 
Dillon also represented four Chi- 
cagoans who were pardoned after 
being convicted in “a million-dol- 
lar extortion case.” 

The Chicago gangsters were 
Louis (Little New York) Cam- 
pagna, Paul (The Waiter) Ricca, 
Charles Gioe and Philip D’An- 
drea. They were paroled after 
serving three and a half years 
of 10-year terms for attempting 
to extort $1,000,000 from the mo- 
tion picture industry. 

Vote Fraud Cases. 

Senator Kem (Rep.), Missouri, 
first brought up references to 
the Kansas City vote fraud case 
while Ferguson held the floor. He 
asked if Ferguson knew why 
there had been no prosecution for 
the theft of ballot boxes. 

Ferguson said the country also 
wanted the answer to that ques- 

Senator Lucas of Illinois, 
Democratic floor leader, under- 
took to reply to Ferguson. He as- 
serted that the “voters around 
Missouri” knew more about con- 
ditions there than Kem and al- 
ways had re-elected Truman. 

Kem broke in to ask Lucas if 
he knew “whether the ballots 
were counted as cast in the 1946 
Missouri election,” 

Lucas said he did not but that 
the people did not believe the 
“President was connected in any 
way,” 

Kem asked if Lucas knew that 
“in every campaign in which 
Harry Truman has been elected 
in Missouri there is strong evi- 
dence that there was fraud in the 
balloting.” 

“I resent that,” Lucas shouted 
back, accusing Kem of saying 
that in 1948 President Truman 
carried Missouri “because of 
fraud in the ballot box.” 

Kem denied it, saying Lucas 
had “misquoted me,” and tried to 
get the floor on. a point of per- 
sonal privilege to answer. He 
said he never claimed Truman 
victories were the actual result 
of fraud. 

Senator Stennis (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, who was presiding, ruled 
that Lucas had the floor. 

Lucas, resuming his speech, 
said with ironic reference to 
Kem: “That’s what you call a 
gentleman,” 

He said Kem had been in the 
Senate four years and did not 
“even know the rules.” 

He told Kem to “sit down” and 
added that he would not yield 


again. 

Lucas said Kem had been goin 
about the state since 1946 shouf- 
ing charges about vote frauds and 
the Pendergast machine but com- 
mented that in 1948 Truman car- 
ried Missouri by a quarter mil- 
lion votes. 

He added hope that Republi- 
cans would continue to attack the 
President. 

“He'll love it,” Lucas said re- 
ferring to Truman, “and the peo- 
ple will love it. Keep your air- 
plane scout with him and he'll 
come back more popular than 
ever.” 

Lucas said the Republicans are 
mistaken if they think they are 
going to win the congressional 
elections this fall through use of 
“smear tactics.” He said they 
can’t win by denouncing Truman. 

Lucas said the voters in his 
state of Illinois are more interest- 
ed in rent control and their gen- 
eral economic welfare than they 
are in “these attacks” on the ad- 
ministration. He called them 
“selfish and bitter attacks” on the 
President. 

“I hope they ‘the Republicans) 
continue to attack and attack and 
attack,” Lucas said.

Not Called by Senators. 
Cooper was not called as a wit-. 
ness before the Senate subcom- 
mittee, althowgh one of his local 
competitors, James J. Carroll, 
also nationall known as a betting 
commissioner, did testify. 

Much of Cooper’s nation-wide 
betting business was conducted 
by telephone and telegraph. In 
a recent raid on a Western Union 
telegraph office at Bridgeton, 
of 234 telegrams to the St. Louis 
area dealing with betting. It was 
estimated that 80 per cent of the 
Bridgeton telegraph business cone 
sisted of transmitting bets. 
Cooper said a Western Union or- 
wer prohibiting the New Jersey 
office from transmitting bets had 
nothing to do with his announce- 
ment he is quitting. 

Cooper, 47 years old, went to 
work as a handbook clerk as a 
youth. He soon had his own busi- 
ness and in the late °30s, when 
250 St. Louis handbooks were 
doing an estimated $25,000,000 
annual business despite the eco- 
nomic “recession,” Cooper oper- 
ated several street-level “smoke 
shop” handbooks in the down- 
town district. When local author- 
}ities declared war on the bookies, 
Cooper moved “upstaids,” to the 
twelfth floor of the Chemical 
Building. Police raiders were not 
fooled by the sign, “Consulting 
Engineers,” on Cooper’s Chem- 
ical Building offices, and raided 
the place in 1942. 

Shifted to East Side. 

In recent years Cooper has 
conducted his betting business on 
the East Side. In 1948 he was | 
forced to change quarters after | 777 
} being asked to vacate offices in | *°™ 
the Morris Building in National 
City. The building is owned by 
the City Ice & Fuel Co. and 
Cooper was asked to vacate after 
Richard C. Muckerman, executive 
vice-president of that company, 
became owner of the St. Louis 
Browns. About that time Cooper’s 
office was setting odds on all 
major league baseball games. 

In addition to handling bets as

It is always a pleasure to visit

West. 


The West exerts a strong in- 
fluence on the imagination of 
Americans. The stirring drama 
of the opening of the West is a 
part of our national folklore. 


It is a tradition that the West 
is a country of great distances 
and of isolated communities, of 
many days of travel between cities. 
That tradition has left a deep im- 
pression on ail Americans. 


It had much to do, I think, 
with the notion that many of us 
once held that the United States 
was a vast distance away from 
foreign neighbors—that our na- 
tion was an isolated community 
separated by days of travel from 
other communities on the globe. 

You know how the West has 
shrunk. Distances seem to have 
been wiped out. by a network of 
rails and highways, and now by 
the huge airliners that cross the 
entire nation in less time than 
it used to take to cross a single 
county. 

World Distances Have Shrunk. 


The world’s distances have like- 
wise shrunk. To put Laramie in 
its right perspective, you should 
erect signposts in the center o 
town that read like this: One 
pointing east that says “London 
30 hours”;—one pointing west that 
says “Shanghai, 44 hours’; one 
pointing south. “Santiago 35 
hours’—and one pointing north, 
Moscow, 45 hours.” 

These are the normal ° flight 
times of commercial airliners. 

There are military planes that 
fly even faster. 

It took two world wars to bring 
home to us the fact that world 

distances have disappeared. We 
are next door neighbors now to 
people in other countries who 
once were scarcely more than 
names to us. We have become 
citizens of a larger community— 
the whole world. 

It is the great problem—and 
the great challenge of our age 
—that strangers have become 
fellow citizens at a time when 
the world is so deeply divided. 
We have been forced into a. 
common citizenship with peo- 
ples who do not understand our 
conceptions of democratic life. 
We must recognize—whether we 


| The free wcrld must demon- 
| strate moral superiority. It must 
demonstrate material superiority. 
The free world has the re 
/sources to make that demonstra- 
tion. It has the tremendous ad- 
vantage that alwhys adheres to 
the cause of justice, liberty and 
respect for human dignity. With 
leadership, with unity, with stead- 
fastness, that demonstration of 
moral and material superiority 
can be made. 


As the strength and effec- 
tiveness of the system of free- 
dom are made clear over the 
globe—as the peoples who now 
stand in doubt turn to democ- 
racy—the danger of Commu- 
nist domination will dwindle 
and finally disappear. The 
struggle for peace, security 
and stability in world affairs 
can be won. 


This is a long-time project. 
I know that the American peo- 
ple are impatient. But in this 
instance, we must be more 
than patient. The conflict that 
exists in world affairs will be 
with us for a long, long time. 
There is no quick way, no easy 
way, to end it. 


In all our relations with other 
nations, we are following a con- 
sistent and forthright policy to 
strengthen the cause of freedom 
and bring about stability and 
peace in world affairs. 

We are working, first of all, 
for unity among the nations.

The comment there made on the recent 
decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the Georgia unit-voting ase, 
in which the court refused to give re- 
lief to voters in the more populous areas 
complaining of the method of electing 
officials in that state, poses an impor- 
a problem deserving of serious atten- 
ion 

We hear so much about minority 
rights these days that we often lose 
sight of the fact that the rights of the 
majority are also too frequently neglect- 
ed, It was therefore helpful for you 
to point out the parallel condition in 
Illinois in which many areas are grossly 

“under-represented” in the General As- 
sembly and the “rotten borough” sys- 
tem allowed to persist. 


In view of the apparent unavailabil- 


ity of judicial relief in this intolerable 
situation, it is more important than ever 
to liberalize the amending clause of the 
Illinois Constitution of 1870, so that it 
will be possible to deal with this prob- 
lem on an equitable basis in the light 
of present-day conditions. 

The adoption of the so-called “Gate- 
way” amendment (which would ease the 
restrictions as to passage of amend- 
ments to the Constitution) in Illinois at 
the election next fall, will constitute at 
least one step in the right direction. 
The “Gateway” proposal, therefore, 
while not dealing specifically with the 
problem of reapportionment, deserves 
the support of all voters.

An Extra Fireman? 
The nation has on its hands the first major 
railroad strike in two years. 
The Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 


Enginemen has stopped the work of 18,000 of 


its members on four representative leading rail- 
roads. The Santa Fe is stopped from Chicago 
west and the Southern below Louisville. The 
Pennsylvania and the New York Central are 
stopped on their western divisions. 

Since St. Louis is the western terminus of 
three of these four important systems, this city 
is the hardest hit of all by this stoppage of rail 
service. Though the B. & O. continues to serve 
the city to the east and the L. & N., Illinois 
Central and G. M. & O. to the south, still the 
effects will be rapidly felt. The cogts to pub- 
lic. carriers and employes mount with every 
hour that passes. 

The issue could not be more sharply defined 
than it is: Should there be an extra fireman 
aboard multiple unit diesel locomotives” 

The union argues that there should be and it 


cites the safety factor, as well as other consid- 


erations, in pressing for t! > extra employe. 


But this argument has now been explored at 
great length. The issue has been through the 
processes of the National Railway Mediation 
Board. These processes, as everyone knows, 
are léng and they are thorough. They have been 
used by railroad employes many times before. 
Indeed, the Mediatio’ Board was created by 
Congress in response to demands that there be 
a regular means for hearing railway Jabor cases 
when they arose. 

Moreover, the issue has been through the fur- 
ther process’of fact-finding under the authority 
of the Presfdent. These fact finders have ruled 
against the union—against the need for. putting 
the extra fireman in the diesel locomotive. 

It is in the face of all this that the strike has 
been called and St. Louis, notably among many 
cities, has been deprived of very important rail 
connections. Under these circumstances, a large 
share of the public is bound to conclude that 
the union is attempting to establish a measure 
of featherbedding on multiple diesel locomotives 


‘and that it is willing’ to bring trains to a dead 


stop to win its way. 

If in the end the union is found to be seek- 
ing only to protect the place of an extra em- 
ploye it will have done itself great harm in pub- 
lic esteem. For that would mean that the union 
chose to ignore the f ct that changes jin employ- 
ment, including many times great increases in 
the number of men eventually required, come 
with technological development. 

This strike is not justified. It is resort to the 
law of the tooth and claw in labor relations. The 
extra fireman issue will be settled finally by 
mediation. Meantime, the trains should run. 
This is the cue for those who stopped them.

How: Austrians View Communism 

Austrians have told the Russians what they 
think of them, in no uncertain terms. 
Communists won only about five per cent of the 
total vote in balloting for municipal offices in 
Russian-occupied Lower Austria. 

Western jubilation over the returns will be 
tempered by the knowledge that undoubtedly 
some of the large majority for the right wing 
Peoples’ party came from reacticnaries or worse. 
And undoubtedly some of the votes were not 
anti-Communist but anti-Russian expressions of 
exasperation with the occupation. 

What effect the returns will have on Moscow's 
refusal to agree to an Austrian peace treaty 
remains to be seen. The resounding defeat 
might convince the Kremlin that its Austrian 
Conagmunist stooges have no hope of gaining ad- 
herents so long as the occupation continues. But 
it seems more probable that the Kremlin now 
will prolong its stalling rather than lose its 
outpost in Austria altogether.

Message From Pakistan 

Following the example of India, Pakistan has 
sent a welcome visitor to the United States. 
Prime Minister Liaquat Ali Khan, like India’s 
Premier Nehru, seeks friendship without special 
political or economic favors. 

Pakistan has proved most determined to main- 
tain the independence for which it struggled so 
hard. Politically, the new nation has made 
itself heard in the United Nations, but has not 
chosen sides with any bloc. [n economic mat- 
ters, Pakistan needs and welcomes foreign in- 
vestments, but not with strings attached. 

This is a stern resolve for an Asian nation 
divided in two ways.’ Geographically, Pakistan 
is split by 1000 miles of intervening Indian ter- 
ritory. Moslem religious fervor has provided 
national unity, though the government is pledged 
to equal rights for ~on-Moslems. 

But Pakistan has only begun to scale the divi- 
common to Asiatic countries, between a 
wealth of raw materials and a dearth of indus- 
tury. Political division worked some arbitrary 
economics. As The Christian Science Monitor 
raw jute forms three-fourths of Pakis- 
tan’s exports by value. East Bengal was left 
with 80 per cent of the world’s jute production. 
but not a single jute mill. 

The government understands that to raise liv- 
ing standards, it must import more machinery 
and fewer consumer goods. In two and a half 
years, the government has begun work on com- 
munications and power development, and sched- 
uled large sums for industrial development. Yet 
because of the conflict with India, two-thirds of 
the Pakistan budget is for defense. Recent dis- 
cussions between the two nations have created 
new hope for a peaceful settlement. 

In the face of serious problems, Pakistan is 
trying to lift itself toward prosperity and demo-

France’s Statesmanlike Offer 

France has ignored its age-old suspicion ~ of 
Germany and taken the first step on the road 
toward securing the peace among the nations of 
Western Europe. France, which was almost cap- 
tured by the agents of the Kremlin, now has 
made an offer which ¢ould strengthen immeas- 
urably the forees of freedom in the struggle 
against Soviet imperialism. 


Those are thé implications of the unprece- . 


dented French offer to establish a common pool 
of Europe’s coal and steel. Not since Winston 
Churchill's desperate last-ditch gesture toward 
unification of France and Britain in the black 
days of 1940 has any nation volunteered to make 
such a sacrifice in the common cause. 

If the French proposal to toss the bases of its 
economy into a common European pot were put 
into effect, it should make integration of West- 
ern Europe a reality instead of a slogan. 

More important, it should, in the words of 
West German Chancellor Konrad. Adenayer, “cre- 
ate the pre-cohditions for making any future fcon- 
flict between and Germany imf le.” 

But thus far the’ offer is only that, foreign 
Minister Schuman; in announcing the Cabinet's 
decision, said nothing of the mechanism by which 
such a ¢ommon pool might be established. He 
did not suggest-how such a pool might be con- 
trolled—whether by a genuine international 
agency, by representatives of governments, of 
industry or of labor. 

So profound is European suspicion that al- 
ready doubts and fears are being raised. The 
first reaction of some Britons is to suspect that 
the offer is a scheme to make it possible for 
France and Germany to dominate Britain. 

Socialists in Western Germany, the country 
which stands to gain the greatest immediate ad- 
vantage, suspect a scheme t@ re-establish inter- 
national cartels to control ‘European economy. 

But it is the Communist reaction which is a 
measure of the true statesmanship of the offer. 
French Communists shouted “Treason!” and 
raised spectres of war-mongering. Obviously, the 
proposal is nothing of the sort. The violence 
of 4he Communist response indicates how much 
the West stands to gain. 

France has struck a real blow for peace and 
freedom. Objections based on social and eco- 
nomic philosophies and national pride look pet- 
ty in comparison. Western Europe now should 
accept the French offer with gratitude, and get 
down to the hard business of agreeing on how 


it can be put into effect.

First Round to Mr. Truman 

The Republican strategy of dogging President 
Truman's footsteps on his cross-country tour 
once held out the possibility of a useful na- 
tional debate. But the party’s spokesmen will 
have to do better than Senator Wherry did at 
Lincoln, if that possibility is to be realized. 

President Truman at Lincoln made a reasoned 
and effective, if somewhat generalized, plea for 
the Brannan plan. We believe that this pro- 
posal should be trigd out on a limited trial-run 
basis, but it certainly can be further debated 
in the forthcoming campaign. Instead of meet- 
ing the issues on theig merits, however, Sena- 
tor Wherry issued a buckshot propaganda blast 
in which he trotted out the old meaningless labels 
of “spendthrift socialism” and “regimentation.” 

Mr. Truman must have had a hunch that this 
was the level.of debate which his opposition 
would.choose. For he recounted with great ef- 
fect how the first farm programs of the 30s were 
uniformly denounced as “communistic” enslave- 
ment of farmers. Of his critics he said: 

When you think how miserably wrong they 
have proved to be in the past, you can see 
just how little truth there is in the wild 
charges they are throwing around now. 

The Truman Administration is not entitled to 
gain support for its program merely on the basis 
that the Republicans were wrong 15 years ago. 
But the door is opened for that when the opposi- 
tion party contents itself with applying to pres- 
ent problems the scares and smears which were 
exposed as groundless by past experience. 

When will the Republicans learn that, the 
American people don’t scare as easily as these 
tactics seem to assume? When will they learn 
that their function should be to lead a truly 
searching national debate on the great issues?

Sinee adopting the 1945 Constitution, Missouri 
has reapportioned its Senate and rearranged the 
House. But the Legislature is still governed by 
minority rule. 

St. Louis and seven counties having a majority 
of the population hold 47 votes in the House, 
while the. rural counties have 107. Former Gov. 
Henry S. Caulfield estimated that if St. Louis 
were given representation on a basis of popula- 
tion, compared with the least populated county 
(Carter), the city would have 131 State Repre- 
sentatives instead of i8. 

St. Lovis has seen the results of misrepresen- 
tation in frequent legislative neglect of the city’s 
problems. Reapportionment is essential to pro- 
tect the worth of the ballot, and the 1950 census 
should revive the issue;

The friends of Franco’s Fascist Spain 

are on the squabble-path again. A. few 
days ago the backtracking statement of an 
unnamed “high official,” as quoted by the 
United Press, indicated that the State De- 
partment might be softening its once-firm 
opposition to any Export-Import Bank loan 
for Franco. This was echoed before the 
Senate defeated the Brewster-McCarran 
amendments to include Spain in the 
Marshall plan and to 
provide an Export- 
Import loan as well. 
This bank-loan _at- 
tempt is a recurrent 
one, and the pres- 
sure will not subside 
with its defeat in the 
Senate. 


We believe that 
Franco's dictatorial 
and arrogant regime 
(it has treated with 
contemptuous silence 
the suggestions of this country on how 
it might qualify for American aid, no- 
tably by ceasing its discrimination against 
foreign capital and by restoring a mini- 
mum of the civil liberties enjoyed in other 
civilized Western states) is entitled to no 
consideration in Washington.

No Value to Our Cause 


The memory of Senators McCarran and 
Brewster may be too short to remember 
that Franco owed his existence to Hitler 
and Mussolini, that he congratulated them 
on their victories against us, that he is on 
record as despising capitalism and democ- 
racy. But the memory of the American 
public is not and that of Congress ought 
not to be, and- the Export-Import Bank has 
no business opening up the United States 
Treasury to strengthen a dictator of abso- 
lutely no value to our cause. 


Two years ago Senator Vandenberg 
earned the thanks of the nation by joining 
forces with President Truman to beat the 
House-passed amendment to include Spain 
in the Marshall plan. He argued that the 


co-operative nature of the program made it 
imperative that the nations already in- 
cluded must agree before a newcomer is 
admitted. 

That argument was the sound basis of 
the Senate vote as it was in 1948: we have 
no business ramming Franco down the tn- 
willing throats of our allies in Western 
Europe. The record of their opposition to 
him has remained consistent. It ill be- 
hooves us to acknowledge the validity of 
democratic opinion, then to undermine it 
by unilaterally blessing the one remaining 
Fascist dictator. 


Some Congressmen might do well to 
recall that a lot of those Eightieth Con- 
gress~ Representatives didn’t survive the 
election that fall. They might remember, 
too, that after Senator Chan Gurney set up 
shop in Madrid as a bumbling Francophile 
Secretary of State, using his chairmanship 
of the Senate Armed Forces Committee to 
gild his facade with the military, he like- 
wise was among those the voters rejected 
in November. : 


Leaning on Police States 


If necessity dictated our crawling to help 
Franco on his own terms, matters would 
be different. Necessity has forced other 
compromises of American policy in the 
postwar world. To date they have been, 
on the whole, justifiable. 


But necessity is no factor in the Spanish 
question: we have allies enough, and bases 
enough, and a cause great enough not to 
humiliate ourselves and our friends by 
leaning on the weak reed of yet another 
police state simply because it happens to 
be anti-Communist. 


The Senate acted with wisdom and pro- 
priety. If Congress and the Administra- 


tion must now consider earmarking special . 


loans for effective use against Commu- 
nism, let them consider the needs of areas 
more urgently threatened and far more 
entitled to our help, such as the Philip- 
pines. ‘There, though Congress ignores it. 
the threat of the Red Star is real and 
immediate.

California's outstanding piece of legaf 
racial discrimination appears to be about 
finished. In .1948 the United States Su- 
preme Court left’ the Alien Land Law 
groggy and reeling with a decision that 
took away at least 90 per cent of is 
effect. Now the State District Court of 
Appeal has come up with a ruling which. 
if upheld by the higher courts, as seems 
likely, gives the law the knockout blow. 


The Supreme Court invoked the “equal 
protection of the laws” clause of the Con- 
stitution to hold that the Alien Land Law, 
designed to prevent Japanese from holding 
real estate in California, could not apply 
to property bought by an alien Japanese 
in the name of his citizen child. As almost 
all the California suits then pending 
turned on this point the State Attorney 
General then had them dismissed. 


The present California appellate court 
decision denies the enforcibility of the 
entire law and on a new ground. The 
basis is in the United Nations Charter 
adopted af a treaty by the United States 


_ Senate and, as such, by express provision 


of the Constitution. with the status of 
supreme law of the land. 

The Charter calls for “respect for hu- 
man rights and for fundamental freedoms 
for all without on-as to race. sex. 
language or religion.” Regardless of wheth- 
er the Alien Dand Law was or was not 
valid formerly under the California and 
Federal Constitutions, the appellate court 
says, in effect, it is now in conflict with 
the Charter and so unenforcible. 

We are all for the “human rights and 
fundamental freedoms” clause in the 
Charter and welcome its application to 
this or any other measure of racial dis- 

n. Nevertheless, we should never 
lose sight in treaty making of the fact 
that a treaty supersedes any law that a 
state legislature or the Congress can enact.

The Alger Hiss Case 


SEEDS OF TREASON, by Ralph de Toledane and 
Victor Lasky. (Published for Newsweek by Funk & 
Wagnalis Ce., 270 pgs., $3.50.) 

“To admit that he was a Communist 
was virtually an impossibility for liberal 
and conservative alike. To the liberal, it 
meant admitting that Hearstian charges 
against Reds in the New Deal had been 
true. To the conservative, it meant giv- 
ing up the old stereotype about Commu- 
nists if so alean-cut an American, so Ro- 
tarian a figure, could accept the devious 
ideology of the Marxists.” 


Having thus indicated the significance 
of the case against Alger Hiss, this admit- 
tedly one-sided regurgitation of the contro- 
versial ex-official’s troubles strings up a 
wealth of damning evidence not heretofore 
available in logical sequence. The book 
also appears in condensed form in the 
current Reader’s Digest. 


With the wholehearted co-operation of 
Whittaker Chambers, the chief accuser of 
Hiss, the authors have reconstructed a 
disturbing step-by-step account of the for- 


mer $30,000-a-year ..

Few readers will sit down to this recital 
of minutiae about typewriters, servants, 
automobiles, children, bank accounts, 
apartments and furniture arrangements 
and finish it believing Hiss’ key assertion 
that Chambers was a broken-down free- 
lance hack he hardly knew, There are 
too mary sensitive spots in the defense 
version of the story where the former 
State Department executive and his wife 
are caught in apparent evasions and un- 
truths. 

Both authors covered the Hiss trials, 
Ralph de Toledano as an assistant editor . 
of Newsweek and Victor Lasky as a re- 
write man for the New York World-Tele- 
gram. In clearing away the cobwebs of 
factual confusion created by fragmentary 
day-by-day news stories, they render a 
timely service. Beyond that, their hastily 
drummed up volume is of little value. 

The early chapters, where “seeds of 
treason” are sown, are too studded with 
cliches to be convincing. Attempts to 
link the Hiss case with intrigues exposed 
by Elizabeth Bentley and others fall flat. 
In their gratitude for Mr. Chambers’ as- 
sistance the authors go inexcusably far in 
their adulation of this confessed traitor. 

The real story of Alger Hiss remains 
unwritten. Here is a man sufficiently bril- 
liant to become secretary of Supreme 
Court Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes: suf- 
ficiently trusted to be closeted alone with 
President Roosevelt, Marshal Stalin and 
a Russian interpreter at one Yalta confer- 
ence where the United States made an im- 
portant concession. Assuming for the mo- 
ment that Hiss is guilty and that his con- 
viction will be upheld on appeal. what mo- 
tivated such a man to turn against his 
own? “Seeds of Treason” cannot even 
hint at an answer. Perhaps we will never 
know.

written “The Adjustment of the Blind,” a book just off the Yale 
University Press. This is the third book to bear Mr. Chevigny’s 
name since he went blind in 1943. He has also written short stories 
and hundreds of radio plays. 

It is generally supposed that the other senses of the blind are 
more acute than in sighted people. This is not true; in fact, “in a 
surprising number of cases the sense of touch actually seems lIess 
acute than for the average.” 

There is sume evidence that the ancient Roman blind used dogs 
to guide them. Long ago, dogs were used by English beggars ‘the 
term “fiddler’s bitch” derives from this fact) and Alsatian quarry 
workers used poodles to guide them. But the systematic training 
of Seeing Eye dogs was only begun 35 years ago. 

* t 

IT WAS NOT until 1837 that Louis Braille’s system of puncti- 
form writing ‘built around a series of dots) was published. Though 
other systems had heen devised, Braille’s invention did more than 
any other to open the world of literature to the blind. There was a 
fierce controversy over it, however, and it was not taken up in 
America until 1860 The Missouri School for the Blind was the 
first to accept it in this country. | 

Chevigny and Braverman object strenuously to the popular no- 
tion that the blind lived in a “world of darkness,” a phrase connot- 
ing that the blind live in a perpetual state of melancholy. Blind 
people by no means are necessarily gloomy, and they do “see” color 
patterns in their mind ranging from neutral gray to “fireworks.” 
Their mental images are no different from those of sighted people. 
The authors likens the person listening to a radio play as being 
precisely in the position of the blind. “The experience of listening 
to the radio play establishes a basis ef understanding and common 
experience” between people who can see and those are blind. 

. * * 

THE BLIND HATE PITY. as distinguished from kindness. Pity 
is an emotion derived, so say the psychologists, from fear and guilt. 
The blind want to be treated like any other human beings, so far 
as possible, and they feel that misplaced pity “invests the blind 
with a mantle of gloom ... and tends... . to keep them isolated 
from the rest of society 

_It 1s supposed that the blind are prone to suicide. 
bell. who has seen 40,000 blind persons, remembers only two who 
killed themselves Dr Robert Irwin recalls but four. Dr. Berthold 
Lowenfelt, who has had experience both in Europe ard America. 
recalls but one. Evidence of other personality disturbance, such 
as alcoholism and péptic ulcer is not widespread. 

Some blind people use their affliction as a weapon to tyrannize 
over others, and demand all sorts of attention which they do not 
need. But thi¢ cruelty vanishes if the blind person yields to train- 
ing for self-sufficiency. *

BLIND PEOPLF suffer from the long history of beggary and 
dependence with which they are associated, but there has been great 
impetus in recent years to provide industria] employment. Experi- 
ence in the last war showed that blind workers “have the lowest 
rate of absenteeism. one of the lowest accident rates, one of the 
highest production rates in each industrial plant where they have 
been employed, and are among the least likely to leave their jobs.

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In thig connection Collier's magazine has just published a. 


series of articles by Herbert Yahraes on the ability of the blind to 
take jobs in industrial plants, and engage in other forms of normal 
activity. The first deals with the remarkable achievements of Joe 
Clunk, who has become this country’s first Chief -of Services for 
the Blind, “boss of a federal-state program that last year put 3166 
blind persons to work.” .As a pioneer in the field, Clunk’s method 
was to go into a factory and prove to employers that he could oper- 
ate various machines as well as persons who could see. 
* 

CLUNK OPERATES under the Barden-LaFollette amendments 
to the Federal Vocational Rehabilitation Act, described as compar- 
able to the Braille system in opening up new avenues to the blind. 
Under the terms of this law, provision is made for training, treat- 
ment, vocational guidance and job replacement, with federal and 
state funds. To show how these measures succeed, Collier's cites 
the fact that, in 1948, rehabilitation of blind persons by occupation 
included: x 

11 clergymen, 55 teachers, 18 masseurs. 42 typists, 279 vend- 

ing-stand operators, 19 kitchen workers, 8 watchmen, 28 

janitors, 107 farmers, 9 gardeners, 79 textile weavers, 12 

carpenters, 16 auto workers and 7 filling station attendants.

MR. YAHRAES’ second article deals with “the perfect blind 
man.” He is Col. E. A. Baker, who lost his eyesight from a German 
bullet in World War | and who is now serving brilliantly as head 
of the Canadian National Institute for the Blind. For a variety of 
reasons, Canada is making more and better progress with the plac- 
ing of the blind in industry than is the U.S. A. 

Barney Day, chief of the Pennsylvania State Council for the 
Blind, is the subject of Mr. Yahraes’ third article. He, like the 
others, is an expert in job replacement. Last. year he helped 167 
persons to learn how to perform jobs ard found them places in busi- 
ness and industry. But there is vastly more work to be done in this 
field. Of an estimated total of 300.000 blind persons in the United 
States, only 20,000, or 624 per cent, have jobs. In Canada, 12 per 
cent of the registered blind have full-time jobs. As experience has 
abundantly proved, there is no reason in the world why more places 
in business and industry cannot be found for the blind.

‘one comes to the crux of the 
tragedy. 

The policy being pursued to- 
day is not big enough or bold 
enough in relation to the threat 
of total war; a threat that seems 
to grow more real and more im- 
minent with each day that passes. 
Both in theory and in practice 
the policy of containing Commu- 
nism through strength is inade- 
quate. The policy of strength 
should be related to a far-reach- 
ing peace offensive carried to all 
peoples everywhere.

Pioneer Who Spurred Te 


Allen Du Mont Early Became Convinced 
TV's Future Lay in Cathode-Ray Tube, 


Proved Point and Grew With Industry

LLEN BALCOLM DU MONT, 
day to speak at Missouri University’s Journalism Week on the 
subject of television, came eminently qualified for the job.

It might be said of Du Mont that he did for television what 
Henry Ford did for the automobile. Henry didn’t invent the gasoline 


engine, but things he did to it put 


Du Mont didn’t invent the ca- 
thode-ray tube, but what he did 
with it has put television sets in 
millions of homes, has made tele- 
vision an industry which will in 
time employ a million people, and 
is putting television right near 
the head of the list in Big Busi- 
ness. 

Du Mont himself is already Big 
Business. As a broadcaster and 
manufacturer, he has his own tele- 
vision network in the East and his 
factories in New Jersey manufac- 
ture television transmitting equip- 
ment, television receiving equip- 
ment, and finished television re- 
ceivers. Last year his company 
did $45,000,000 worth of business. 
If the growth of television can be 
traced through the growth of Du 
Mont, it is interesting to note 
that in 1948 his company did $26,- 
000,000 in business, in 1947. $11,- 
000,000, and in 1946, $2,500,000. 

The secret of it all is the ca- 
thode-ray tube. It is both the 
ear and the eye of your television 
set. It is the funnel shaped tube 
which, to put it simply, receives 
jumbled electric impulses at the 
small end, assorts them into a 
picture, and projects them onto 
the lens at the big end like a 
moving picture machine. 


When Du Mont, back in 1931, 
became convinced that the future 
of television lay in the cathode- 
ray tube, the instrument was 
looked upon as a laboratory curi- 
osity. A few of them were being 
manufactured in Germany, but 
they cost more than $500 each 
and their life expectancy was less 
than 100 hours. In addition, they 
were too bulky to fit into a tele- 
vision receiver for the home. 


At that time experimenters in 
television were pinning their 
hopes on the Jenkins scanner, a 
wheel with holes in it on a spiral 
pattern which, after a fashion, 
assorted the impulses into a pic- 
ture. But the wheel has to be run 
by a motor and the picture it pro- 
jected was none too good anyway. 

It was an argument over the 
Jenkins scanner versus the ca- 
thode-ray tube that caused Du 
Mont to leave the De Forest Ra- 
dio Co. and start out on his own. 
He was convinced that the ca- 
thode-ray tube was the only hope 
for practical television, and he 


a car in every garage. 
was determined to prove it. 

Du Mont had $500. A friend 
and neighbor invested another 
$500 and Du Mont moved his car 
out of his basement garage in 
Clifton, N.J., and set up a labora- 
tory. 

“The money was .supposed to 
last a month,” Du Mont recalls. 
And he adds, dryly, “it did.” The 
friend pulled out. Du Mont 
cashed in his insurance, borrowed 
from his relatives and his wife’s 
relatives, and at the end of a year 
had spent nearly $50,000. During 
that year he had produced $1950 
worth of salable goods. It was 
not what you would call a. going 
enterprise. ‘ 

* * -_ 

Y the end of the second year 
K he had licked the problem to 

the extent that he was able 
to mass produce a tube that 
would last 1000 hours. But tele- 
vision as we know it today was 
still far in the future, and the 
demand for the tube was not ex- 
actly overwhelming. There were 
only a few small experimental 
transmitting stations, and receiv- 
ing sets were in proportion. 

Du Mont decided, in 1939, to 
set up his own transmitting sta- 
tion. He persuaded Paramount 
Pictures to give him $65,000 in 
return for 65,000 shares of Du 
Mont stock. A common lament 
among an older generation goes 
like this: “If I'd only had the 
foresight to put a few hundred 
bucks in Ford or Coca-Cola.” <A 
new generation can say, “If I'd 
only had the foresight to put a 
few hundred bucks in Du Mont.” 
I mention that because Para- 
mount’s $65,000 investment is now 
worth in excess of $8,000,000. 
That’s the market value. Para- 
mount has announced it wouldn’t 
take $10,000,000 for it. 

Television was just beginning to 
loom like a big cloud over the 
horizon when the war came along. 
That stopped it for the time be- 
ing, and Du Mont, like everyone 
else, went into war production. 
He produced tubes for radar and 
similar equipment. The United 
States was lucky to have Du Mont. 
As for Du Mont, he was able to 
do a lot of expanding, but he won- 
ders how lucky he was. “The

smile, “paid us $750,000 to show 
other companies how to make the 
tubes and then took all but 5 per 
cent back in taxes. They also left 
us with the competition we cre- 
ated.” 

During the war Du Mont car- 
ried on experiments of his own 
also, and when the war ended he 
was ready to jump into TV with 
both feet. 

A few years ago Du Mont was 
among those who were given the 
Horatio Alger achievement award, 
which implied a rags-to-riches ca- 
reer. Strictly speaking, his be- 
ginnings were far from ragged. 
His father was treasurer of the 
Ingersoll Watch Co., and the Du 
Monts were pretty well fixed. 

He was stricken with polio when 
quite young, and except for swim- 
ming, at which he excels, he was 
cut off from the usual boyhood 
games. He still walks with a

U MONT doesn’t own con- 

trolling interest in his com- 

pany for the simple reason 
that he is a grateful and gen- 
erous man. He has given too 
much stock away to people who 
helped him. For instance, to the 
man who invested the first $500 
with him, Du Mont later gave 
several thopsand shares of stock. 
That stock is now worth $337,000. 

He has always been and still 
is a perfectionist. High on a hill- 
top near his New Jersey factories 
is his own laboratory. On top of 
the laboratory is a forest of TV 
aerials. In one room of the lab- 
oratory is one receiver of every 
model turned out by his fac- 
tories. Every model is given a 
personal test. He gives it every 
test he can devise, and keeps a 
chart on its performance. 

In another room are some 20 
receivers put out by his com- 
petitors, which get the same tests. 
And in a third room are eight 
Du Mont receivers, all tuned to 
different channels, so that in one 
room he can see every program 
being put on the aiir. 

One of Du Mont’s primary in- 
terests right now, of course, is 
color. Several systems have been 
submitted to the Federal Com- 
munitions Commission, but Du 
Mont doesn’t like any of them. 
None of them give what TV peo- 
ple call “high definition” and one 
of them is incompatible with 
present receivers, which means 
that if adopted all sets would 
become obsolete. Rather than 
have one of them accepted now, 
and standards set by the FCC, 
Du Mont prefers to wait until 
good color has been perfected. 

“I have been saying,” he says, 
“that it will be nine years be- 
fore we have color. I’m willing 
to concede that it could come 
within four or five years, but I’m 
sticking to my nine-year predic- 
tion. 

“When the color question is 
settled, then the freeze will prob- 
ably be taken off the many appli- 
cations for TV stations,” he pre- 
dicted. “But even then it prob- 
ably will be another two years 
before licenses are allocated and 
the new stations in operation. 

“Then television will really 
come into its own. I've 
lieved in television since back 
in 1926 and ‘27. It seemed ob-

West, perhaps with the feeling 
that South’s opening diamond bid 
might have been on a short suit, 
led the diamond nine. Dummy’s 
king won, and after only a sec- 
ond’s thought, South played the 
A-K and another club, hoping to 
establish his own fourth card in 
the suit. This hope was realized 
when the suit broke as it did. 

West, in with the club queen, 
now made a good shift—to the 
nine of spades. Dummy’s 10 cov- 
ered, as did East's jack, and South 
won with the ace. 

At this point, it would have 
been an excellent idea for South 
to establish a heart trick, but he 
probably neglected to\count 
tricks.

Subterranean 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


HE modern world has a 

strange love of the subter- 

ranean ... of the deep. 
dark cellars of human living, of 
plunging into and analyzing the 
sub-human areas of our lives. 
This attraction is, in part, a re- 
action from the opposite ex- 
treme. A century ago men be- 
lieved themselves to have 
reachel a new and higber pla- 
teau of living. They spoke of 
inevitable progress, of conquer- 
ing death, of making men into 
gods, of turning the earth into 
a Paradise. 

Now, the presumption of our 
grandfathers has yielded to the 
despair. of men in our own 
times. Man, who got vertigo 
on his unnatural heights, has 
fallen into a most terrible 
despair in the depths. His over- 
enthusiasm has yielded to dis- 
gust, his hope for greater pleas- 
ure to satiety, his over-indul- 
gence in heady hopes of tem- 
poral success have given way 
nausea. 
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TWO GROUPS of experts in 
the subterranean have come 
along in modern times: one of 
them analyzes the workers, 
under the aspect of the 
“masses,” the other studies the 
unconscious mind of the indi- 
vidual man. People become 
“masses,” who can be manipu- 
lated by a dictator, only when 
they have lost their sense of re- 
sponsibility and _ self-control. 
In such a state they may be- 
come the prey of alien, external 
forces; that marks the first re- 
quirement of the totalitarian 
state. The Communists and 
Fascists study this. 

The second group of experts 
in the subterranean are the men 
who take as their field the sub- 
rational, involuntary, sub-human 
part of man’s intelligence; his 
subconscious mind, into which 
the mind throws its rejected 
scraps of thought. The subcon- 
scious mind has, in fact, an 
influence on human conduct; 
but it is not the only factor, 
nor the finally determining one. 
A flaw in the acorn from which 
it sprung may explain some of 
the shape of the grown oak 
tree; but light and heat and the 
invisible forces of life are also 
responsible for its present state. 
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THESE TWIN GROUPS of 
students of the subterranean 
give us a clue to our age; for 
men have always tended to 
think of hell as being in the 
nether regions, as Virgil did: 
and although the Church has 
never discoursed on the geog- 
raphy of hell, the popular 
imagination places it under 
ground. As a result, whenever 
the public interest veers to- 
wards the “sub-” anything, 
there is a psychological possi- 
bility that the question of hell 
may be in the back of the 
minds of a whole generation of 
thinkers and readers. 

Those who rivet their atten- 
tion on the unconscious .. ., 
those who hope that by study 
of the libido and the sex-in- 
stincts they may solve the prob- 
lems of their lives ... are 


seeking happiness in the “sub-” 
regions, where it is never found. 
It is only from use of the rea- 
son and the will (which are 
God-like) that human beings 
may find peace. The tragedy of 
our day is the despair of the 
successful: their misery does 
not originate in the failure of 
their plans, but in the fact that, 
having realized them, they 
found no happiness. The Every- 
thing they longed to have (ma- 
terial benefits and temporal 
triumphs) turned out, on pos- 
session, to be Nothing’s. And 
Nothing is the polar opposite to 
God and His creation. Hell is 
the ego, sated with its own sat- 
isfied wishes, having to con- 
sume itself forever with no 
hope of release. 
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THE WORLD TODAY awaits 
a resurrection. The masses who 
are submerged by dictatorial 
powers await the breaking of 
the serpent’s neck, so that they 
may become free to act on their 
own authority, as they did when 
our Constitution was written. 
For it stated that, “We the 
people of the United States.” 
ordained and established a gov- 
ernment. In a similar way, in- 
dividual souls who are locked 
in the misery of the uncon- 
scious selves . who are 
operating on a subhuman level 
of animal and instinctive be- 
havior . . . need a resurrec- 
tion to carry them up from the 
grave in which their satiety has 
placed them. They, too, are 
longing for the light. ~~ 

There is a life in the egg, but 
for the life to emerge, the shell 
must be broken. There is also 
life in the despoiled masses, 
and in the buried, frustrated 
individual souls. But for both 
of them, too, the shell contain- 
ing them has to be broken, 
and broken from without. It 
will take a Power which is not 
human, but Divine, to break it. 
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WHAT EVERY SOUL must 
ask itself is: Do I want to go 
on living in that shell, or am I 
willing to be brought to a point 
of spiritual incubation? Those 
inside the shells can get out if 
they will allow God to free 
them by smashing the egotisti- 
cal shell in which they hover 
away from His light. 

It is a serious question to 
answer. And those who refuse 
to take seriously any moral or 
spiritual question end by tak- 
ing Nothingness seriously, 
which is the area of the eternal 
subterranean.
